a rifing ground at fome diltance, and had a proipect of 
the aflembly, cou!d hardly diftinguifh the face of any one 
perfon in it. There were two great avenues leading to 
it, and a vaft number of little paths that tell by crofs- 
ways into them: but whilft one avenue was fo crowded, 
that there was no pafling along, the other was alinoft 
empty.

, municate to the world. 

The State Tryals were propofed by Raynerg to 
come out regularly three fheets a week, at the price of a 
half-penny each fheet in a {mall /o/io, ’till the whole 
fhould be compleated. Induced by thefe fair promifes, 
feveral people took them in; and, according to his word, 
he publifhed in about 21 weeks 63 fheets, where he conclu- 
ded what he afterwards call’d The 1/f part of the it Vo- 
lume. After a tedious waiting fora 2d part, we were 
at laft told, that he could not really afford thefe Trya/s 
any longer at fo cheap a rate, for he rather ioft than got 
by them; but if we pleafed he would deliver 4 fheets 
weekly, ftitched in blue paper, for 3d. and to make us 
fome amends for raifing the price, he would prefeni us 
each with a curious large print or cut of King CHARLEs 
before the high court of Fuftice, &c. Upon which, 
and his fair promites of carrying them on without inter- 
ruption, moft part, if not all of his cuftomers, took 
this 2d part in, and after many delays we got to the 17ti 
Number ; where wasa ftop for {ome weeks : but at laft 
out came No. 18, containing 6 fheets, for which, to 
fhew his honeft intentions of making his cuftomers fume 
amends, we were obliged to pay 6d; the 3 half-pence 
extraordinary being, I fuppofe, to pay towards the afore- 
faid cut or print, which we are to have the Lord 
knows when. 

Asto his Hiffory of Q. Anne, to pafs by the paper 
and letter, which indeed were both bad enough, I can 
fay but little ; becaufe being tired with its tedious pro- 
ree contrary to the firit Propo/al/s, (whick were 4 

eets twice a week) [ thought fit to drop it when about 
a third part was delivered ; and know not whether ’tis 
yet finith’d orno. Bui now I think on’t, he likewie 
vaifed the price of this alfo about the 'oth.or rith 
Numbers, trom 4 theets for 2d, to 3 theets; by wise 
and his State Trya/s, he has prevented feveral from iub- 
{cribing to nis Bid/e. 

The next I fhall mention is The whole Duty of Mai, 
publifhed by Warkere; for which as foon as he hada 
confiderable vent, he mult needs fudge in The Gorern- 
ment of the Tongue. This, tho’ no great detriment in 
the main, yet deprives his cuftomers of the liberty a. 
buying what they pleafe : becaufe it is fo contriv’d, that 
if you won’t take the Jaft, you fhall want fomething to 
compleat the firft. This is very much like the manage- 
ment of fome taylors; who, when entrufted to buy cloth 
enough for a coat and breeches, will, tho’ exprefly con- 
trary to your orders, buy enough for the waltecoat, and 
make it whether you want it or no. 

The laft inilance I fhall mention, and the moft noto- 
rious of all, is Mr. J. Harris’s Common Prayer-bock now 
printing by R.Watkere. This at firft was to contain 
but 8 Numbers, at 6d.each, which comes to 4s. and 
was to have in it the New Verfion of the Singing Pfalms ; 
and if the whole exceeded 8 Numbers, the reit was to be 
given gratis. But on the contrary, when No. 7 came out, 
we were told the book would exceed 8 Numders, and 
therefore they begged leave toadd a gth. Well ! this would 
not be fo extraordinary a matter, were it to reft here: 
but we are told, that thofe g Nwméers are to finith the 
book, without any Verfion of the P/alms, and the two 
Verfions to be printed feparately for us to buy when we 
pleafe. Very complaifant this: but the worft on’t is, 
that either Verfion will make 4 Numbers more, and io 
We muft pay 6s. 6d. for that which we were poli- 
tively affured we fhould have for 4s. A very inge- 
nious contrivance to dive into our pockets, and to take 
out of every one of them 2s. and 6d. and this carried 
on by the joint endeavours of a reverend honett divine 
Mr. James Harriss, M. A, and a no leis honeit printer 
Mr. Ropert WALKERE.
